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1 . This communication is in response to applicants response filed on 
September 22, 2003. 

2. Applicant's election of group 1 , claims 1-27 in Paper No. 6 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as 
an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

3. Claims 28-31 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 6. 

4. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is 
clearly indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

5. Claims 1 and 26 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claims 1,26, there is no antecedent basis for "first surface" at line 7 and 
"second surface" at line 9; it is unclear as to what these surfaces are of. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: The certain key features of the claimed invention are not taught 
or fairly suggested by the prior art. The prior art fails to show a light-absorptive 
antireflection filter allowing light incident from a first surface side to pass at a 
predetermined transmittance and attenuating reflected light of the incident light 
from a second surface side by interference of light at an antireflection multilayer 
film, said light-absorptive antireflection filter comprising: a light-absorptive film 
formed on first surface and containing pigment microparticles; the antireflection 
multilayer film formed on second surface and contacting the light-absorptive film; 
and at least one electroconductive thin film included in the antireflection 
multilayer film.
